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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 8, 9, 1 1 - 24, 27 - 30, 32, and 43 - 52 are allowed. 
Claims 43 and 45: 

Tham et al. does not show the insulating layer is used to at least partly cover the 
first capacitor electrode to prevent galvanic contact between the first capacitor electrode 
and further where the substrate is removed up to the first capacitor electrode or up to 
the substrate insulating layer (claim 43); and the electrodes on at least one of the 
capacitor plates are covered by an insulating layer to prevent a galvanic contact 
between the electrodes on the first and second capacitor plates and where a portion of 
the exterior surface of the substrate is at least partly removed at a location of the first 
capacitor electrode where the substrate is removed up to the first capacitor electrode 
(claim 45).
